1° Dear MOTHER AND FaTHer,—Just 


a line to let you know that I am well, 
and hope this will find you all the 
same. 1 received your letter last | 
night, was glad to hear from .you.

Older children and 
adults may also be affected by the disease.

(7) All cases should be ‘at once notified 
to the Medical Officer of Health, and 
him to the Chief Officer of the Provinci
